Document D1 
discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

A radio transmission power control circuit comprising: 

a radio frequency down converter (1501) that produces a down converter output 
(page 1 1 ; lines 19-20) having a frequency equal to the frequency difference between 
a first down converter input based on a transmitted signal of a radio transmitter and a 
second down converter input based on a local oscillator signal; 
a receiver baseband circuit (page 1 1 ; lines 20-26) that processes the down converter 
output to produce a power signal representative of the transmitted signal; and 
a feedback control circuit (1515) that produces a transmitter gain control signal to 
control transmitted signal power so as to minimize the difference between the power 
signal and a power reference signal. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore not new (Article 33(2) PCT). 
It shall be mentioned that claim 1 is not considered to involve an inventive step over 
document D2 which with reference to figure 2 discloses a similar circuit. In D2 
however the power measurement is performed at the intermediate frequency, which 
defines an equivalent method for controlling the power. If the down conversion would 
have been to baseband in the circuit according to D2, the calculation of the power 
signal would have been done in a receiver baseband circuit. Down conversion to 
baseband is well known by the persons skilled in the art. 
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2.2 A similar analyses as to independent claim 1 applies to independent claim 7 and 
therefore the subject matter of claim 7 does not meet the requirements of (Article 
33(2) PCT). 

3 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(3) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 2-6 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of Article 
33(3) PCT. 

3.1 Claim 2 solves the problem of how to use the gain control within a half-duplex 
system. D2 discloses a system for TDMA. A person skilled in the art knows that the 
TDMA is perfectly adapted to be used in a half-duplex system. 

3.2 The use of digital circuitry to calculate a power signal according to claim 3 is 
disclosed in D2. 

3.3 The technical feature of using a directional coupler to sense the transmitted signal 
according to claim 4 is disclosed in D2. 

3.4 Claim 5 defines the use of the radio transmitter in a wireless local area network 
transceiver. It is considered to be obvious for the man skilled in the art, to use the 
disclosed transceiver in a wireless LAN. 

3.5 Claim 6 defines the use of TDMA for the transceiver. The use of TDMA is disclosed 
in the prior art. 



4 A similar analysis as to the claims 2-6 applies to the corresponding claims 8-1 2 which 
define equivalent to the circuits of claim 2-6 the corresponding methods of controlling 
the transmitter power. 
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
